RELIEF AND A FRKE PRE33 
Action of Ihe houso of reproscntatlvea In 
tying a "Iree pre.ss" provhion to the S550,- 
000,000 appropriation lor relief In liberated 
countries wna an untimely, though well-in- 
tentioned move. 

Secretary or State James Byrnes, In a letter 
to House Appropriations Committee Chair- 
man Clarence Cannon, stated the objection 
to this nctlon very plainly when he said: 

"We cannot put ourselves In the position ol 
denying promised relief to mllUona of human 
beings because we have failed to aeeuro our 
other objectives In advance." 

The willingness to grant relief money 
should not be tied to Irrelevant "Ifs." Either 
■we are willing to aid the suffering peoples 
of the world, or we are not, and there should 
be no political questions Involved. 

The motive behind the house action Is ap- 
parent. It alms directly at Russia, where 
tight censorship continues despite the fact 
that wartime need for such secrecy no longei 
cxLsts. Naturally, If wo are going to send 
huge sums abroad for relief, wc will want to 
know how that money is being administered, 
whether the goods which that money buys 
are being u^ed for political purposes. 

More than that, wo want to know what 
Is going on inside the other nations 
world. We can trust the officers of UNRHA 
to keep a sharp eye on the administration of 
Its funds, and to report to UNRRA members 
honestly, but there is more to It than that. 

TJierc has been much talk of "one world, 
and International cooperation as the guar- 
antees of lasting peace. 

But can thero be "one world" In the true 
sense if any country prohibits free reporting 
to the rest of the world of conditions within 
that country? Is that international co-oper' 
atlon? Is that the sort of attitude that will 
promote the trust and confidence that Is ne^ 
ces.sary to peaco? 

There must be a free press in every comer 
of the world. If thero Is to bo mutual sym- 
pathy and understanding among nations. We 
arc wholeheartedly In favor of the U. 8. press- 
ing for free reporting In oil nations, but It 
should not bo a restriction on any move to 
ollerlate suffering.

ONE MILITARY HOLIDAY 
Thla year's observance of Armistice day 
suggests that next year we may find our- 
selves with an over-abundance of military 
holidays on our calendar. That Is said with, 
out any thought of dLsrespect to the veterans 
of earlier wars or to those who gave their 
lives In those wars. But next year will bring 
the anniversaries of two momentous events, 
V-E and V-J days, which the country will 
not let pass unnoticed. 

Thus we shall have V-E day and Memorial 
or Decoration day, which most states ob- 
aorve, lalllng within the same month. Three 
months later will come the V-J day observ- 
ance, and three months after that. Armistice 
day. 

It Is quite possible that tho very number 
of these occasions will dissipate ths honor 
and gratitude with which they ihould bo 
marked. Why might It not he better to select 
a day arbitrarily— and the present Memorial 
day would do nicely— on which to pay tribute 
to the living and dead of tha Civil war, tho 
Ilrst World war and tho recent conflict? 
And why not make a further effort to cele- 
brate that day with the dignity and so- 
lemnity which it merits? 



CASE FOR ONE-POWER CONTROL 
It may be hoped that ihla government will 
not retreat from its present Insistence that 
United States policy in Japan wilt prevail In 
the event of any deadlock in the Far East- 
em Advisory commission. For there Is a 
present and excellent example to support 
that stand In General MacArthur'a ndmlnis- 
trallon of Japanese affairs to date. 

It must he admitted that the problems of 
hunger, cold and growing unrest In an ex- 
hausted Ocrmany plague the reasonably In- 
tact Japanese economy much Jess. But once 
that admission Is made, the advantage of 
one-power control still looms large. 

Some of the mounting tension In Germany, 
at least, aeems attributable to the contusion 
and contradiction of four different policies 
of govermaent. In Japan, where war con- 
tinued for four months after Germany sur- 
rendered, things are going with comparative 
Bmoothness. 

For the sake of American Uvea and for the 
restoration of tranquility In the Far East, it 
would seem particularly unfortunate to 
launch any program of International politi- 
cal experiments In Japan.
